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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination filed 
9/16/09. Claims 1-36, 38-41, 44-47, and 49-67 have been canceled. New claims 70 
and 71 have been added. Claims 37, 42, 43, 48, and 68-71 are currently pending in the 
application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows:

In claim 37 lines 3-5, the word "a" has been added between the word "transmit" 
and the first appearance of the phrase "digital signal" and the word "a" has also been 
added between the word "receive" and the second appearance of the phrase "digital 
signal", such that lines 3-5 of claim 37 now read as follows: 
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"a wireless transceiver configured to transmit a digital signal over a CDMA 
reverse channel, and the wireless transceiver further configured to receive

In claim 37 line 16, a comma has been added between the words "data" and "to", 
such that line 16 of claim 37 now reads as follows:

In claim 43 lines 3-5, the word "a" has been added between the word "transmit" 
and the first appearance of the phrase "digital signal" and the word "a" has also been 
added between the word "receive" and the second appearance of the phrase "digital 
signal", such that lines 3-5 of claim 43 now read as follows: 

"a wireless transceiver configured to transmit a digital signal over a CDMA 
reverse channel, and the wireless transceiver further configured to receive 
a digital signal over a CDMA forward channel, the CDMA" 



In claim 43 line 18, a comma has been added between the words "data" and "to", 
such that line 18 of claim 43 now reads as follows: 

"not actively transmitting data, to maintain timing alignment; and"
